Iranians Consulted

Secretary of State H^nry A. 
Kissinger flew here from 
London today for oil talks 
with the Shah of Iran—’ an 
old and trusted friend of the 
United States” and a key 
figure in any Middle East 
settlement. 
Kissinger flew in aboard 
his Air Force Boeing 707 jet 
after talks in London with 
British 
P rim e 
Minister 
Harold Wilson and other 
leaders. He flies on to Paris 
later today for talks with 
French President Valery 
G iscard 
d ’Estaing 
and 
Foreign 
Minister 
Jean 
Sauvagnargues. 


“ The Shah of Iran is an old 
and trusted friend of the 
United 
States, 
and 
we 
consider it important to 
consult with him on the 
situation in the Middle East, 
energy and world prob­ 
lems,” Kissinger said in a 
brief arrival statement. 
He then drove off to lunch 
as the shah’s guest at the 
luxurious Dolder Grand 
Hotel in the outskirts of 
Zurich. 
Iran has supplied most of 


Israel’s oil for the past 25 
years and Kissinger is ex­ 
pected to seek 
a 
com ­ 
m itm ent 
that 
Iran 
will 
continue to supply 
Israel 
with oil if Israel withdraws 
from the Egyptian 
Abu 
Rodeis oil fields in the Sinai. 
Before leaving London, 
Kissinger had breakfast with 
Margaret Thatcher, the new 
leader of the British op­ 
position Conservative Party 
who could become Europe’s 
first woman prime minister 
He had

The shah is a firm sup­ 
porter of high oil prices, a 
policy which differs with

Ray Hutchison, R- 
Dallas, says a loophole in the 
present Texas cam paign 
laws allows officeholders to

them. 
Hutchinson and four other 
lawmakers filed legislation 
Monday they say will close 
the loophole. 
He said under the present 
law, once elected an of­ 
ficeholder can solicit and 
raise funds in any manner 
and from any source and 
escape 
reporting 
them 
simply by not announcing as 
a candidate for re-election 
until late in his or her term 
“ Unless 
this 
law 
is 
adopted, the result will 
unquestionably be an 
in 
creasing proliferation of 
fundraising activities by 
elected officials who haven’t 
disclosed their candidacy, 
and then, at campaign time, 
simply showing a loan from 
themselves to their own re­ 
election campaign, thereby 
avoiding any meaningful 
reporting 
requirem ents 
whatsoever,” he said. 
Hutchison’s bill requires 
annual public disclosure of 
noncampaign fund raising 
activities by elected officials 
and of contributions of $10 or 
more.

clinics, said, “ it’s norm al to 
see children’s rib s’’ -unless 
there is severe m alnutrition. 
In pediatrics, she said, 
obesity is defined as any 
weight above the 30 per cent 
average for the child's age 
and height. 
The physician, who’s also 
a s s is ta n t 
p ro fesso r 
of 
pediatrics at Mt. Sinai, said 
that in the eight years since 
th e 
obesity 
clinic 
for 
children has been operating, 
it has seen m ore than 1,100 
new patients as well as re ­ 
visits of the regulars. 
She said the first thing 
parents ask when they bring 
child 
is, 
“ Anything 
with 
his 
(h er) 
in a 
vrung 
glands?” 
“ There rarely is,” said the 
physician. “ The first thing 
we 
do 
is 
a 
m ed ical 
evaluation. About 98 per cent 
of the tim e th ere’s nothing 
wrong, except the fat.” 
Clinic researchers 
have 
found further that parent or 
p a re n ts 
hav e 
o b esity 
problem s too. “ I'd say that 
in 90 per cent of the cases, at 
least one parent is over­ 
weight and in 75 per cent of 
the cases, both parents are 
too heavy,” she said. 
“ This very early pattern of 
eating seem s to hold for 
what one will becom e as an 
a d u lt” 
Only about IO per cent of 
fat children are diabetic, she 
said, but the danger mounts 
with the years —’ if you 
rem ain fat, you’re likely to 
develop the disease.” 
Dr. G insberg-Fellner, who 
studied at the Albert E in­ 
stein College of Medicine, is 
the wife of

Medical College. They have 
two children, seven and ll 
years old, and non-fatties.

B reakfast for the French 
child might be bread with a 
little butter and perhaps hot 


milk, lunch a thin sandwich 
and m ineral w ater or soda, 
dinner a portion of m eat, 
vegetables and som etim es 
potatoes. 
The children adm itted to 
the Mt. Sinai clinic get that 
thorough physical checkout 
and then the dietitian sits 
with the parent to find what 
the child is eating and why. 
An individual weight loss 
diet then is outlined.

potato chips on the m arket. 
Says a 
reader 
in 
Kit­ 
tanning, P a.: 
“ The ‘P rin g le s ’ potato 
chip 
c o m m e rc ia ls 
a re 
d ecep tiv e and offensive. 
T heir 
d istin c tiv e 
flav o r 
re su lts 
—not 
from 
any 
degree of greasiness, as they 
claim —but from the dif­ 
ference 
between 
a 
fresh 
potato that you cut and cook 
yourself and processed in­ 
stant, which has lost up to 90 
per cent of certain nutrients. 
“ They do not mention the 
last fact in any way. The sad 
thing is that the present 


e c o 
logypur i t y - h e a lth -rn i- 
nded generation has eaten so 
m uch 
of 
th e 
processed 
garbage that they don’t even 
know the difference.” 
We should mention first off 
that “P ringles” are not sold 
yet 
in 
all 
parts 
of 
the 
country. P rocter & Gam ble 
tells us they are not being 
m arketed on the West Coast, 
in New England and in parts 
of New York 
and P enn­ 
sylvania. 
But because the chips are 
selling very well, they soon 
m ay be m arketed nation­ 


wide. General Mills m akes a 
sim ila r 
p ro d u ct 
called 
“ Chipos.” 
P&G says it m akes “ P rin­ 
g le s” 
by 
cooking 
and 
m ash in g 
peeled 
whole 
p o tato es, then rem oving 
m ost of the w ater. W ater is 
added and the chips are 
reshaped so they can stack 
perfectly in canisters. The 
big advantage is that they 
rem ain fresh unopened for 
up to one year, while regular 
bagged potato chips become 
s ta le 
in 
le ss 
than 
two 
months. 
So far as the alleged loss of 
nutrients m entioned in the 
above 
letter, 
real 
potato 
chips are not so nutritious 
that it would m ake much 
difference. 
As for the taste —well the 
w riter has to confess he 
occasionally has m unched 
“ Pringles” and liked them 
— not because they tasted 
like potato chips (they don’t) 
but because they tasted like 
“ Pringles.” Indeed I would 
have retested my taste for 
them this very day except 
that the nearby drug store 
selling them carries only 
two-cans-at-a-time packages 
(another gripe we’ll go into 
some day.) 
But if there is one com ­ 


plaint 
against 
“ P ringles’’ 
and sim ilar products which 
should be taken seriously, it 
is price. You pay up to one- 
third m ore for Pringles than 
for regular potato 
chips. 
Check the unit price if your 
store uses that system 
P&G would contend the 
convenience, uniform shape 
and unbreakability m akes 
the added cost worthwhile. It 
c e rta in ly h as been w or­ 
thwhile for P&G. 


The regular potato chip 
industry is worried, by some 
accounts, about its future, 
when one or two plants can 
distribute chips nationwide 
with long shelf lives. The 
in d u stry even filed su it 
a g a in st 
“ P rin g le s ” 
and 
“ Chipos” asking that they be 
forced to call them selves 
“ snacks” instead of potato 
chips, but a court turned 
them down. 


The result would seem to 
be that 
the preprocessed 
potato chip is here to stay. 


“ P ringles,” for what it’s 
worth, m ade the “ Terrible 
Ten” list published recently 
by the Center for Science in 
the Public Interest, which is 
sponsoring 
“ Food D ay ” 
April 17.

College Campus 
Rid Of Cowbirds

HOUSTON (UPI) - The 
Rice University campus is a 
little quieter and a lot 
cleaner today. 
Nobody’s sure why 200,000 
cowbirds 
that 
roosted 
nightly in a tree-shaded 
section of the campus left, 
but most people don t miss 
their noisy calls or the 862 
pounds of droppings they 
deposited each night. 
“I suspect it was the cold.” 
said Dr. Dan Johnson, a 
biology professor. 
Tem ­ 
peratures in the city early in 
the week 
dropped 
below 
freezing 
“The birds that left were a 
distinct subset of the birds 
that arrived here first and 
lived in a particular part of 
campus,” he said. “ But that 
part is almost empty now.” 


The feathered nuisances - 
so m e tim e s 
n u m b e rin g 
between 
500,000 
and 
a 
million —flocked to the 
campus each winter. Their 
presence 
dirties 
the 
sidewalks 
and 
makes 
pedestrian traffic h a z a r­ 
dous. 
A campus colony of barn 


owls apparently combated 
the annual onslaught years 
ago, but 
the overzealous 
owls were destroyed when 
they 
began 
attacking 
students. 
Two young owls were 
brought 
to the cam pus 
earlier this year and given 
another chance. But Johnson 
said they are a couple of 
years away from being a 
threat to the cowbirds. 
This year a tree-trimming 
campaign has been the most 
successful measure in dis­ 
c o u r a g i n g 
l o n g t e r m 
roosting. But netting device 
had to be draped over the 
trees surrounding President 
Norman Haekerman’s house 
to ward off the persistant 
trespassers. 
The relief afforded by the 
birds’ sudden departure may 
be short lived. 
“ I don’t think we have 
survived the acid test of 
having a million or so birds 
storm in 
here from 
the 
north,” Johnson said. “ It’s 
possible that another big 
cold front may push more 
birds down here. But it looks 
good now.”
